‘A friend has. permitted usto peruse 
a letter addressed to him, under date of 


Idaho City (formerly Bannock City), 


February 19th, 1864; from: which we 
make some‘extracts... After speaking of 
the change of name of the city, the wri- 
tér says : | 

‘The weather has been quite mild du- 
ring this month. Snow has melted con- 
siderably, but it freezes at night. There 
is much fear expressed among ‘the mi- 
ners that water for mining purpases-will 
be very limited, ayd I think with a great 
déal of truth.” Dickens should not have 
written his “ Great Expectations” until 
after hé had:seen this country:;) for of. 
all the castles in the air that men do 
build, here. it beats everything, Here 
we are nearly four, hundred miles from 
any navigable stream. What ought 
people to expect ? - 

-* A failure of water will be our ruina- 
tion. Every mining town here has its 
rise and fall, and the cream will be taken 
from this place this spring. After that, 
the town will subside to a one-horse ar- 
rangement, so to speak That tliere will 
be mining here for a number of years, 
there cannot be any doubt; but after 
three or four months the glory and ex- 
citement will have vamoosed. 

i“ Persons who werein business here 
last year made money; but I must say 
in: truth I don’t see any show for them 
to make money this year, with the goods 
they have on hand. Last Fall freight 
to this city was thirty cents per pound 
on staple gouds, that can now be sold 
only for cost and freight. You can 
therefore perceive that trade here is not 
healthy. Still, property owners think 
they have a good thing. Rents are 
enormous. i ; 

“T have been here nearly five months. 
I hope.to make a raise by and-by. I 
think if I had attempted to do any busi- 
ness this winter, I would. have been 
bursted ont—conséequently would have 
been flat broke. As it is, hope to get 
into something this spring that will pay. 

“T Jearn that a big crowd is coming 
ont here this spring from California. 
Well, let ’em come. Misery loves cuim- 
pany. I prophesy, however, that a ma- 


jority of those who:come will not stay 


long. The gamblers who are coming 
here to make fortunes will have but a 
sorry show. There-is no money around 
here loose for the boys to bet. My ad- 
vice to all would be to let well enough 
alone. -Most truly yours, J.B, N.” 


The foregoing letter was written by a 
well known and reliable former resident 
of this city, fo a gentleman who had _ se- 
rious thoughts of immigrating to Idaho. 
This letter, however, has determined him 
to:remain in California, rather than run

- BATTLE MEMENTOS. 


We have been shown a ring carved 
from Laurel rovt, and a piece of wood 
from Joe Hooker's Headquarters on 
Lookout Mountain, in Tenuessee. They 
were sent to R. C. Kelly of Poorman’s 
Creek, by his nephew W. A. Long in 
one of the Ohio, Regiments. 

As souvenirs of that fight “above the 
clouds,” they are inestimable. The let- 
ter accompanying them gives in detail 
the ascent of Lookout Montain, on the 
evening of the 25th of November ; the 
capture of Missionary Ridge on the 26th, 
and the flight and ‘pursuit of the rebels 
to Ringold. The details, however, have 
been published heretofore, and it would 
be repetition to} publish his letter in 
full. There is ane portion of his letter 
referring to the manner in which Gen. 
Hooker acted after the victory whichy.is 
80 characteristic of the man, that we 
publish it. 

‘I saw Gen. Hovker the next morn- 
ing after the battle of Lookout. His 
headquarters were in a white house on 
the side of the hill; in discussing the 
proceedings of the previous day, he 
seemed highly ¢lated with his success, 
and glorious achievements of the troops. 
he sat in his chair andlanghed with joy 
until tears ran ont of his eyes ; said he 
was surprised to, see’ such enthusiastic 
bravery ; that he never sawor heard of 
such daring ; that it was featful to see 
the troops clambering over the the rocks 
under such a heayey cross fire, and to 
see the rebels skedaddle from the rifle 
pits “and then he leaned back in his 
chair and laughed heartily.” 

The mementos of Lookout Mountain 
are v@luable as keepsakes, for they are 
silent witnesses of the bravery that 
wrested from the grasp of the rebels, 
the key to the arch of rebeldom ; and in 
the hereafter, when Lookout shall seem 
to our children as| Monmoth or Saratoga 
appear to us, these mute memorials of 
that glorious day will be treasured as 
priceless heirlooms: This generation 
will weep for the gallant dead,—the 
‘next will rejoice at their glorigus achiey- 
ments.
